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"Images of America" 
New Books Offer Window To The Past 

Arcadia Publishing recently released two new 
fascinating books in their popular "Images of America" 
series focusing on the history of Cape Cod. The new 
editions, Cuttyhunk and the Elizabeth Islands and Falmouth 
each contain over 200 rare photographs celebrating Cape 
Cod life as it was in the past. From perilous shipwrecks 
(including the sad demise of the whaling bark Wanderer, 
the last whaling vessel built in Mattapoisett which was 
dashed on the rocks off Cuttyhunk Island in 1924) to the 
summer fun enjoyed by residents and tourists alike, the 
vintage images illustrate the contrast between the often 
harsh living conditions and pristine natural beauty of the 
Cape. 

Cuttyhunk and the Elizabeth Islands ($19.99, 
Softcover, 128 pages) was compiled by the Cuttyhunk 
Historical Society and President Ethel Twichell. English- 
man Bartholomew Gosnold discovered five of the Eliza-

beth Islands — Naushon, Pasque, Nashawena, 
Cuttyhunk, and Penikese — in 1602 while exploring of 
the waters of Vineyard Sound and Buzzards Bay. Al- 
though the small trading encampment Gosnold built on 
Cuttyhunk was used for only a few weeks, journals kept 
by two crew members have survived and give vivid 
accounts of that voyage. Naushon, Pasque, and 
Nashawena are currently privately owned. Penikese, once 
a leper colony, is now the site of a school for troubled 
boys. Currently, Cuttyhunk is the only island with a 
village center and easy public access. 

The captivating photographs and postcards in 
Cuttyhunk and the Elizabeth Islands trace the special experi- 
ence of island life from the unspoiled habitat of Gosnold's 
time to the first invasion of summer folk in the 1950s. 
These vintage images detail hard lives of the early island- 
ers, but also attest to the pleasures of summer picnics and 
boating, as well as winter sports. Many previously 
unpublished photographs of large estates on Naushon 
portray a life of privilege, while views of Penikese depict 
the barren dormitories of the lepers who lived out their 
lives there.

Rochester Seniors Build for the Future 

The Friends of the Rochester Senior Center are 
hoping to get people from the community to help fund 
their new building on Dexter Lane by purchasing an 
engraved brick to be permanently installed around the 
flagpole out front.

the Rochester Police Brotherhood to consider a grievance 
on behalf of former Officer Bert Gleason. Mr. Chamberlain 
explained that Mr. Gleason was out on sick leave for an 
extended period of time while still employed with the 
Rochester Police Department, and he is seeking to be 
compensated for unused sick time and vacation days 
during that two-year period. 

"While (Officer Gleason) was out, you didn't 
know whether he was returning or not," Mr. Chamberlain 
said. "He was willing to return to full duty, but he was 
advised (not to) by his doctor." 

As such, Mr. Chamberlain said the Brotherhood is 
seeking to recoup the following unused comp time on Mr. 
Gleason's behalf: 24 sick days; 12 vacation days (1999); 12 
vacation days (2000); and 12 vacation days (2001). The 
board said there was no precedent set in this matter, but 
they would be willing to revisit their decision and con- 
sider the Brotherhood's request. 

"Our decision was based on the information we 
had," Selectman Ryan said. "We felt it wasn't appropriate 
for that term (while Officer Gleason was on sick leave). 
He got 52 weeks paid, plus vacation time. We don't want 
to set a precedent for paying (vacation time) while they're 
on sick leave." 

The board, however, agreed to revisit their 
previous decision on this matter and report back to Mr. 
Chamberlain and the Police Brotherhood during next 
week's meeting, at which time another grievance hearing 
will be heard.

At 6:55 pm the board, invited political candidates, 
and other committee and board members were treated to 
a presentation from Alison Walsh of the New England 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) on "Smart 
Growth" in Massachusetts. Ms. Walsh's slide show 
presentation focused on how to manage and control 
growth in urban areas and curb sprawling and vast 
development projects. 

"As other towns grow, there is a ripple effect," 
Ms. Walsh said. "As we spread out, it gets harder and 
harder to control. If we keep on growing the way we are 
growing, we'll be saving our landmarks and losing our 
landscapes. We will be disinvesting in our urban centers 
... and fouling our nests, so-to-speak. From 1950 to 1990, 
the population has only increased about 25 percent, but 
we've tripled the amount of land everyone uses. In 2020, 
with a modern population growth of 10 percent, we will 
be spending 2.5 more time in our cars." 

Ms. Walsh posited that by spreading out over vast 
areas, it not only ruins the rural character of urban areas, 
but also forces people to commute via vehicles — which, 
in turn, contributes to increased pollution. But cities and 
towns can seek ways such as cluster zoning and con- 
trolled development projects to both preserve open space 
and allow residential growth. 

At 7:40 pm, the board resumed with business by 
approving the minutes of the February 25 meeting and 
then hearing Mr. Huntoon's weekly Town 
Administrator's report. 

Mr. Huntoon reported they completed the TIF 
Agreement with Harris Rebar, Inc. and it is now pending 
final approval. He also advised that the Rochester Police 
Brotherhood is requesting another Grievance Hearing 
upon the recent request of Officer William Watson for an 
extended leave of absence.

Upon a recommendation from Police Chief 
William Przybylek, the board then unanimously voted to 
appoint Gary Turgis of Marstens Mills, MA to the Roches- 
ter Police Department, effective March 25, 2002 and 
contingent upon his completion of all requirements for 
hiring.

not apply today. Instead, it should be "Go to the ballot box, kiss 
the right feet, and you will make it." 

The example of Peter Forman, former Plymouth

POISONOUS PLANTS 

My cat likes to chew on house plants in the winter and I will 
often see him chewing on leaves in my garden in the sum- 
mer. I am aware that some plants may be poisonous hut am 
not certain which are the main ones to he avoided. 

Of the more common house and garden plants 
the most toxic seem to be in the lily family. Lily of the 
Valley a common landscape plant, can affect the heart 
and may be deadly. Easter Lilies may cause kidney fail- 
ure and death. The Castor Bean plant may also cause 
death if the beans are chewed when ingested. 

Other common potentially poisonous plants 
include Aloe vera, English Ivy, Periwinkle, Pothos, 
Primrose, Chrysanthemums, Clematis, Hyacynth, 
Schefflera and Wisteria. The clinical signs associated 
with this group of plants are primarily gastrointestinal 
including salivation, vomiting and diarrhea. The signs 
and severity of illness will vary with the type of plant 
and the amount ingested. If your pet seems to be prone 
to eating large amounts of homegrown vegetation, 
avoidance of the plants on the list is wise.

40 Days and40 Nights. Starring Josh Hartnett and Shannyn 
Sossamon. Directed by Michael Lehmann. Running time: 
92 minutes. MPAA rating: R. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

"Whenever the camera's on him, he purses his lips and looks 
grim." I wrote that line, rather uncharitably, not long ago about 
Josh Hartnett's performance (or lack thereof) in Black Hawk Down. 
Having now seen Hartnett in 40 Days and 40 Nights, I can only 
conclude that that's what happens when you take an actor built 
for romantic comedy and put him in a war movie. In this fairly 
gimmicky but entertaining fluffball, directed by Michael Lehmann 
(Heathers) from a script by Robert Perez, Hartnett connects with 
the audience humbly and simply; it's like the old movie cliche 
wherein a big bruiser turns out to sing beautifully. Hartnett is a 
surprise; so is the movie, which looks dumb in the ads but, like 
American Pie, manages to be both raunchy and sweet. 

Hartnett is Matt Sullivan, a website designer gnawing at his 
post-breakup wounds; his ex (Vinessa Shaw) has wasted no time 
getting engaged to some jerk, and Matt throws himself into 
meaningless flings until he starts imagining that his bedroom 
ceiling is cracking open. Taking this as a metaphor for the emptiness 
he feels inside, Matt anguishes over his libido in hushed 
conversations with his brother (Adam Trese), who listens with a 
not entirely sympathetic ear, since he also happens to be a priest. 
Leaving the confessional one day, Matt hits upon an idea to 
cleanse his soul and body of lust — giving up all sexual gratification 
for Lent. Of course, this time of trial is when he meets the perfect 
woman, Erica (Shannyn Sossamon), who gets to play the usual 
male role of waiting for a romantic partner to put out. (As a cyber- 
nanny, she probably looks at more porn daily than he does.) 

As I said, 40 Days and 40 Nights rests on a gimmick, but then 
so did The Truth About Cats and Dogs, a previous (and equally 
smart and satisfying) romantic comedy directed by Michael 
Lehmann. It's clear that Lehmann is a journeyman filmmaker 
who's only as good as the script (he was the one with the 
misfortune to get handed the keys to Hudson Hawk, and his last 
movie, four years ago, was the Billy Crystal flop My Giant). But if 
Hartnett was born for romantic comedy, so was Lehmann, who 
guides the characters with a light and sensible touch. The scenes 




at Matt's workplace, full of snide web geeks placing bets on when 
Matt will end his abstinence, crackle with wit; the coworkers in 
this movie feel like people who work with each other every day 
(not an easy feat — many movies fail in this regard). 

As the film goes on, Matt faces steadily worsening challenges 
to his will power; a trio of office vixens (with rhyming-bimbo 
names Candy, Mandy and Andie) all but throw themselves at 
him, not necessarily to win the office pool but, interestingly, 
because they're incensed that the Lysistrata-like power of 
withholding sex, which usually rests with women, now rests with 
him. Matt's hapless boss (Griffin Dunne) thinks it's a great idea — 
if he denies his frigid wife sex, she'll be crawling all over him! — 
but it only works for Matt, perhaps because he's genuine about it; 
he's not withholding as a tactic, and maybe it's one of the few 
meaningful things he's done as an adult that aren't meant to get 
a woman into bed. 

Michael Lehmann has a knack for intensely erotic hands-off 
sex scenes; fans of Truth About Cats and Dogs will remember two 
from that film — one involving food, the other involving a phone 
— and he's got another one here, when Matt and Erica, without 
touching each other, make the most of an orchid petal. Lehmann 
also makes a city bus — where the couple spend their first date — 
seem like a bizarrely romantic backdrop. In Matt's frenzied final 
hours of Lent, when he can't turn around without seeing something 
designed to keep him tumescent (at one point he fantasizes 
splashing down into a sea of breasts), the movie leans towards 
easy crowd-tickling gags but never loses its core — a former 
horndog learning to live, and love, without sex, and the 
exasperated woman who happens to meet him while he's learning.

Learning Curve

With the growing glut of budget-cutting threats 
and belt-tightening warnings coming down from Bea- 
con Hill lately, it would seem only logical that town 
officials in Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester 
should at least be looking at potential avenues of re- 
lief and any possible way to cut corners for both the 
short- and long-term haul. So why then, has the Tri- 
Town League of Women Voters' (LWV) recent 
Regionalization Study for the elementary schools (K- 
12) in the three towns fallen on deaf ears? Maybe a 
little education is in order, lest the Tri-Town Select- 
men be accused of talking out of school. 

The LWV put some serious time and effort into 
this extensive 1999 study, which set out to compare 
like communities and resulted in the reasonable rec- 
ommendation that expanding the present Old Roch- 
ester Regional School District to incorporate the el- 
ementary schools in Mattapoisett, Marion and Roch- 
ester under a single administrative system would be 
both more cost-effective and greatly reduce triplica- 
tion of services — which seems to be a key reason the 
school budgets are ratcheted up every year. Although 
copies of the final report were sent to all three Boards 
of Selectmen back in December, as of this writing only 
officials in Rochester have made any effort to give 
the report its due. At this week's Selectmen's meet- 
ing, Selectman Patricia Ryan reported that a member 
of the LWV informed her no one had yet responded 
from the three towns and Chairman Richard D. Cut- 
ler subsequently motioned that a letter be sent to 
Mattapoisett and Marion suggesting a Tri-Town 
Selectmen's Meeting be the ideal forum to meet with 
LWV representatives on this matter. 

Granted, the timing of the report may be poor on 
one hand, given the pending elections in all three 
communities. And this year, all three have hotly-con- 
tested races on the ballot — with two towns (Roches- 
ter and Marion) guaranteed to usher new Selectmen 
into office. Then again, all three Annual Town Meet- 
ings are also just around the corner, and now might 
be a perfect time to put those escalating school bud- 
gets — which are typically rubber-stamped and an- 
nually increased — under closer scrutiny and see 
where three similar tasks performed by people in each 
town might be just as easily handled by a single, K- 
12 districtwide person. 
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Yes, that might mean cutting some existing posi- 
tions, but state legislators have been painting a pretty 
bleak picture for both this and next fiscal year. And, 
as a result, I think everyone is going to have to start 
making some sacrifices for the benefit of the whole. 
Many state colleges and universities have already 
begun the process of making difficult cuts and imple- 
menting hiring freezes ... and I fear local schools may 
also be forced to at least consider the same drastic 
measures — like them or not. 

Among the many cost-saving factors cited in the 
LWV report, a unified, K-12 Tri-Town School District 
would also eliminate the constant battle for higher 
ground in the collective bargaining process, where 
one town's average teacher salary is pitted against 
the other two for leverage and health benefits are used 
as bartering tools. One district would mean one stan- 
dard salary schedule where teachers, staff and ad- 
ministrators in all three towns would all be paid set 
wages and given the same health benefits. All this 
would have to be determined and negotiated via a 
newly-formed Tri-Town Regional School Committee, 
much like the existing ORR District School Commit- 
tee, with representation from the three towns. 

The Tri-Town Selectmen and Finance Committees 
would also be wise to dismiss such easy and direct 
targets as teacher positions, academic programs, and 
much-needed school supplies and focus on separat- 
ing the real fat and gristle from the steak. After all, 
how many pencil-pushers can one school system sup- 
port? And can't those same pencil-pushers share the 
workload for several schools as opposed to just one? 

The regionalization of K-12 schools in Marion, 
Mattapoisett and Rochester under one, all-encom- 
passing administration and school committee surely 
warrants further examination and isn't such a leap 
of faith as you might think, especially given the suc- 
cess of the present ORR Regional School District. 

I applaud Rochester officials for making a con- 
certed effort to respond to this thought-provoking 
study and I look forward to the Tri-Town Selectmen 
— both those current and yet-to-be-elected — meet- 
ing with the League of Women Voters and taking their 
proposal under advisement. It's high time for every- 
one in the Commonwalf/i to also share in the brunt 
of the impending Commonpoverty.
